lull has come to the fighting sec­ 
tors, but a new enemy assault is 
expected soon. 
In the offensive beginning last 
Sunday the Germans used large 
masses of troops on a short front. 
For three days they gained ground 
and were rapidly forcing their way 
southward along the Aisne. 
French resistance stiffened 
and 
then the French took the offens­ 
ive. 
German efforts 
to 
strike 
south of the Aisne and reach the 
Oise also failed) after 
a 
slight 
gain. 
Berlin reports the number 
of 
guns captured since May 27th by 
the Crown Prince as 1,050. 
In the 
latest offensive the Germans gain­ 
ed 180 square miles of territory 
and captured 15,000 men and 150 
guns, the poorest showing in any 
of the four major movements since 
March 21st. 
W hile the American 
infantry 
has been inactive on all sectors 
American aviators on the

FINAL BATTLES YET TO COME N O W T H A T THE FOURTH GERMAN OF- 
FENSIVE HAS BEEN H A L T E D , SAYS AMERICAN CHIEF OF STAFF, 
AND RUSH OF AMERICAN TROOPS IS NECESSARY TO HOLI) THE 
ALLIED LINES. 


Washington, June 13.—(Associated Press Dispatch)—More than 800,000 Am ­ 
erican forces have been sent to France, and the government expects to have a mil­ 
lion there by july I st. 
This disclosure was made today by General Peyton C. March, chief of staff at 
his first weekly conference with newspaper men, and at an earlier conference with 
War Department officials with members of the Senate Military Committee. 
General March summarized the battle situation as it stands today with four 
distinct phases of the great German offensive halted, but with its final battles still to 
come. 
To meet the emergency, he added, only lack of shipping facilities is limit­ 
ing the rush of American troops to the fighting front. Their prompt engagement in 
the struggle, he said, is a paramount necessity. 
He said all four of the German drives thus far have had a common object and 
have been only developing phases of the German purpose to drive their way to the 
Channel ports primarily, and secondarily t a capture Paris. 
The fighting in the last week in the O sue-Aisne salient, he said, was designed 
to straighten out the German battlefront. 
Up to the present time the bulge the Germans have made in the allied lines 
has added 66 miles to the allied lines and large numbers of additional forces have 
been absorbed into the work of holding the lines. This makes it urgent, he said, that 
American forces he rushed forward without delay.

unofficial Uses are legion. 
The infantryman always uses a 
sandbag for carrying and storing 
his rations, for patching and re­ 
inforcing his clothing, for lining 
told curtaining his dugout, for 
muffling mallets and stakes when 
putting up wire in No-Man's Land. 
They make excellent gaiters, be­ 
ing tied on over the puttees as a 
further protection against 
mud 
and damp. 
They mako cosy muf­ 
flers in bad weather. 
They are 
used to cover shrapnel helmets to 
prevent reflection, and they are 
frequently 1|> demand 
fjpr rifle 
covers. 
Many soldiers always pull two 
sandbags over their feot and legs 
when going to bed in billets; in 
other words, Hie sandbag is Tom­ 
my's pajamas. 
The warmth and 
comfort of a burlap sandbag when 
pulled over chilled feet is aston­ 
ishing. 
The postman's mail bag at the 
front is nothing more than

supplied to him in sealed cans. 
The Sheffield blade has num erous 
uses too obvious to need mention, bul 
it is noticeable that Tommy Atkins 
frequently uses it for purposes of e a t­ 
ing in preference to the table knife 
in his kit. 
T he knife blade is also used con 
stantly as 
a w oodcutter. 
In 
the 
trench es the lighting of a brazier is 
frequently a difficult operation owing 
to the vital necessity 
of 
avoiding 
smoke. 
T he G erm ans Have a strong 
antipathy to smoke, and th e sight of 
it 
rising from the British trenches 
arouses in them disturbing evidences 
of envy, hatred, mulace and u nch arit­ 
ableness. It is well, therefore, to avoid 
smoke. 
So the wood for the brazier 
must be split up Into thin sticks and 
shavings, and for this purpose the of­ 
ficial jack-knife is the ideal in stru ­ 
ment. 
When the soldier Is w ithdrawn from 
the trenches it is hi 
first duty to 
make himself and his belongings d e a n 
and presentable for inspection 
T om ­ 
my hangs his 
coat on

and 
"sh av es” it with the knife blade. 
The m arlinspike attachm ent is use * 
ful for prying open wooden boxes, for 
cleaning stones and mud out of ttie 
ho rse’s hoofs, for adjusting belts and 
harness. 
Braziers for the trenches 
are made from biscuit tins punched 
full of holes to admit a draught. 
The Germ ans were, for a long time, 
puzzled by the marlinspike attachm ent 
Which they found on every British 
p risoner’** jack-knife. 
They 
made 
g reat capital out of the story that it 
was used to gouge out the eyes of 
G erm an wounded. 
In the official re ­ 
port of the British Prisoners of W ar 
Commission, several instances of this 
fable are recorded. 
Captain Beaman testified before the 
commission th a t he was berated by 
a Germ an Colonel for perm itting bis 
men to use th eir m arlinspikes on the 
eyes of G erman wounded. 
Captain 
Brow ne told the commission of list­ 
ening to a Uhlan m ajor who was giv­ 
ing a lecture and who exhibited 
a 
British jack-knife, showing th e marlin- 


spike attachm ent and describing it a^ 
used for torturing German prisoner-* 
The story ap|*ear*‘d to have been de 
liberate!* cooked iii* by the German 
military authorities for the consumo 
tion of their troops.

Upon their return after a journey 
that lusted about a fortnight, til*' edit­ 
ors admitted they had not found the 
conditions prevailing to which they 
had referred.

implication, 
they stated it would have been foolish 
for them t oexpect to make an inde­ 
pendent investigation with the escort 
that accompanied them. 
The editors 
concerned are Alfonso Barrera Peni- 
che and Manuel Bauch Alcalde.

m b r e Libre, has not appeared for some 
time, is Hugo Sol.

The atone is roughly hexagonal in 
shape, but tin* lower left hand cor 
lier lias been broken off, though not 
enough to de-troy the main part 
of 
the carving. 
T he main figure, in the 
center of th** stone, is the nude tig 
tire of a man with both arm s extend­ 
ed. and wearing a large headdress. 
His right hand 
is 
gripped 
around 
what 
apyarently 
is 
the 
neck 
of 
a 
human 
figure 
which 
seem s 
to 
be 
that 
of 
a 
wo­ 
man also nude, while with his left 
he supports a half-oval table in the 
(■♦•liter of which is a mile triangle

Below the left a rm is a mound o r 
tablet with various lines and ovals 
cut in it. 
At the lower left hand side is the 
figure of an animal, jmsaibly a pan­ 
ther, head down, flattened out and 
showing the head, with one eye, and 
all four legs. 
Above the figures are 
tw o raised lines o r bars. at an angle, 
following the sam e direction as the 
edges of the stone. Outside and above 
these is un ornam ental border, and 
on the top of the stone are several 
carved knobs. 
T h e upper part 
of 
the stone looks a s if it might be a 
rude representation of a temple front 
o r door in which the human figures 
a re standing, and the whole is strong­ 
ly reminiscent of the carvings which 
have been found on prehistoric tem ­ 
ples in Yucatan aud Mexico. 
It is e n ­ 
tirely different from anything h ere ­ 
to fore found in the 
Scioto 
Valley 
among the rem ains of the) Mound- 
builders or the Indians 
of historic 
times. 
A drawing of it was sent to 
the museum at Columbus, but the relic 
itself has not yet been examined by 
archaeologists.—Chillicothe News.
